tucky court of appeals in a recent decision alsb'recognizes the 
devotion to principle of those who followed the l,pst Cause. 
In deciding that statute granting pensions lo 'individual Coii- 
fcderate soldiers did not violate a constitutional provision pro- 
hibiting a grant of public emoluments to any man except in 
consideration of "public service," the court said: "The Soulli- 
envsoidiers fought for a principle"—the right of each state,to 
regulate its local affairs. The Kentucky soldiers who fought 
in the Confeticralc army, fought lo 'maintain thai principle for 
the state of Kentucky, and, while they lost in the wager of 
battle, Kentucky has always recognized that they fought for 
a principle and were rendering public service to their state; 
and added that, while 
1 Hie Kentucky soldiers in the Federal 


army faithfully served a recognized sovereign as those in the 
Confederate army, "served no less faithfully their slate," the 
sovereign to whom they deemed they owed their first allegi- 
ance, and that sovereign may, with equal propriety, honor 
their self-sacrifice, gallantry, and 'patriotism by protecting 
them in their age from want.
